MDOC defines a community work center as “a commuh#sed minimum security facility designed to pdavi
a gradual, systematic reintroduction of an offend&r community life and to provide an alternats@irce of
labor for other state agencies and local governsdemih order for an inmate to serve time at a camity work
center, several criteria must be met.

First, inmates have to be within seven years af #aliest release date in order to be considired

community work center. However, inmates servingeseces for sale of controlled substances may be
considered for a community work center within tveaks of their earliest release date. Inmates passt a
drug and alcohol test and be able to physicalljoper required work.

Disqualifications include inmates who have an escfempt in the last five years, convictions of csémes,

child abuse or crime convictions involving a mimothandicapped person. Inmates convicted of arsonying
a concealed weapon, or inmates charged with vialeséxual offenses which received a plea bargaanrton-
violent crime cannot be assigned to a communitykveenter.
